She 
Importance of determining whether Oreengrooer 1 considers USAGE a represent** 
tlve of German Intelligence la clear, however, since tho bulk of the reports 
from the Vorarlberg office is obtained through USAGE, since one of Greengrocer 
l's greatest desires Is to eliminate German Influence from intelligence oper- 
ations in Austria, and since the elimination of ZIPPER from this one operation 
probably lo the first, step whloh he would like to take.

2. ; Oreengrocer l 1 # interest in cortuin USAGE sources and contacts and*, 
in ZIPPER covor firms operating In Austria seems fairly clear, in the light | 
of tho abovo noted penetrations of the Vorarlberg office. She reasons for f 
the long noted duplication in Austrian reports le also somewhat clearer, ini 
which regard ve would like to ask whether USAGE can and will. provide the . ’■{ 

names of sub^souroes of persons listed In the attachment to .MGXA-3989. The 
reports, section recently brought it to our attention that USAGE roport * 
P/01646, 20 June 1950, duplicated information previously received as KAV-2064. 
from a sub- source of Greengrocer 1; the source of the USAGE report .apparently 
was a sub-source, of Kilhelo DIETRICH (i.e., TT 3e), while Greengrocer l's 
source: of information ;*imilnrly was not identified, Vo would also appreciate 
olarifioatlon as to why the Information contained in MGIwV39G9, Just received, 
reached us some time ago with no explanation, as HAV-A-6956. This Is a part 
only of the promissd USAGE report tying in the new numbering system with the 
old, whloh ve will hopefully hold in expectation of receiving the remaining j 
identities and biographical material. j
